In the face of fiery charges of J. 
W. Maddox and other members of the 
Atlanta board of education that a 
“secret caucus” of certain members 
had illegally authorized reopening of 
two of the six negro night schools, 
ordered closed at the last meeting of 
that body, the board Tuesday voted 
seven to four to keep the institutions 
thus reopened in operation. The board 
at its last meeting had ordered six of 
the eight negro schools closed as an 
economy measure. 

Leading the fight against the pro- 
posal to keep the schools under dis- 
cussion open Mr. Maddox declared 
that action of the board members who 
authorized reopening was illegal and 
that he will appeal to the courts to 
make those who voted to keep them 
in operation personally liable for the 
expense of operating them during the 
time they have kept open between the 
meetings of the board. 

He and other members of the board 
charged that certain members of the 
board -had attended a caucus, decided 
among themselves to reopen the schools 
shortly after the last board session, 
and had overriden the expressed wish 
of the board in regular session.

resent constitution. according to Dr. 
a cPherson, is that ‘“‘in Georgia repre- 
sentation in the lower house is main- 
ly geographic,” and is not on the 
basis of population, “Thus,” he says, 
“the larger counties are grossly under 
represented.’”’ He shows that in an 
extreme case, “a voter in the least 
po.tulous county, Echols, has 30 times 
the political weight in the house of 
representatives that the voter in the 
largest county, Fulton, has.” 

Abolition of Senate. 

Dr. McPherson believes that the 
present Georgia house is too large to 
be efficient. Admitting that it has 
neve. been tried, though advocated by 
modern experts, he thinks the abolition 
of the Georgia senate is a subject to 
be pondered. 

He shows that with the state tax 
rate limited to five mills and with the 
county rate practically unlimited, of 
the 161 counties au but 20 counties 
draw more money from the state 
tveasury than they contribute to it. 
“This means,” he says, “that these 
-* counties actually bear the burden 
not only of their own upkeep but of 
the entire state government and help, 
besides, to suy port th: other 141 coun- 
ties.’ 


State Cabine. Favored. 


Pointing to the failure of three re- 
eent Georgia governors “who moved 
heaven and earti” to get the Georgia 
tax system modernized, Dr. McPher- 
son declares that “a new constitution 
would not perpetuate the old errors.” 

Lack of executive unity in this 
state the Georgia professor also nt- 
tributes to the present constitution. 
Calling attention to the relative in- 
efficiency of state governments as 
compared with the national govern- 
ment, Dr. McPherson contends that 
state government could be strengthen- 
ed if the governor were allowed to 
appoint his cabinet members in the 
same manner that the president does. 
He admits that no state has tried this 
plan, but asks if “common sense does 
not endorse the idea,” and suggests 
that Georgia lead. 

Another defect of the present con- 
stitution of Georgia to which Dr. Me- 
Pherson calls attention is the “solemn 
declaration” that “there shall not 
be more than 137 counties in _ this 
state.” He explains that exceptions 
making possible the 161 counties now 
existing in the state are contained in 
o2 volumes of closely printed matter. 

How to Get It 


Assuming that a new constitution 
for Georgia is desirable, Dr. McPher- 
son proceeds to tell the steps that 
might be taken to secure it: 

“Georgia’s next general assembly 
will convene in wune. It will require a 
two-thirds vote of both branches to 


ithe board, 


call a constitutional convention. It 


is very difficult to get a two-thirds | . 
vote of the general assembly on any | 


subject other than the creation of a 
new county. An extensive campaign, 
therefore, will be beeded to arouse a 
favorable public sentiment.” 


Dr. McPherson then points out that 
should the call for a constitutional 
convention be successful in passing .the 
general assembly, “the next step would 
be to secure the election of the right 
men as delegates.” He thinks that 
there should be “as few professional 
politicians as possible, and ‘the con- 
vention should not be dominated by 
lawyers.” Dr. McPherson agrees with 
Herbert Hoover's assertion that “the 
country suffering from an over- 
dose of lawyers,” who, he declares, 
have .the “ultra-conservative mental 
habit.”

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MANY COUNTRIES REPORT CLEAR RECEPTIONS 


Around World Over Radio 
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New York, February 22.—(4)—One 
voice, speaking through a single mic- 
rophone today was believed to have 
literally been “heard ‘round the 
world’,” when President Coolidge, be- 
fore a joint session of congress, spoke 
on the National Broadcasting com- 
pany hookup of 42 stations, His 
voice was picked up in Europe and re- 
broadcast to countless millions. Defi- 
nite reports already have come from 
Berlin, London and Paris of clear 
r.ceptions of the address, with more 
distant points yet to be heard from. 

In the United States, a radio net- 
work extending south to Jacksonville, 
Fla.; north to Detroit, east to Port- 
land, Me., and west to Seattle, Wash., 
distributed the president’s voice to 
every section. It was estimated at 
least 20,000,000 Americans listened in. 

In addition to local broadcasting, 
th» National Broadcasting company, 
through stations KDKA at Pitts- 
burgh and WGY at Schenectady, put 
the program on a.short wave length 
that was picked up in Europe and was 
believed'to have extended to the Arctie, 
Louth America, Seuth Africa and 
Australia. 

Station HES, at 
that the program was being heard 
“clear and strong.” Simultaneously, 
‘the Associated Press, in London, said 
the president's speech was “coming 
through remarkably well” and that 
the British Broadcasting company at 
Keston had picked up the short wave 
from Schenectady. This came in 
with suffjcient power, it was report- 


Berlin, reported 


ed, to be telayed to London, where it 
was put on the United Kingdom net- 
work and rebroadcast over Europe. 

Paris also reported clear reception 
from Schenectady as weil as from 
England. 

In Portland, Ore. it was reported 
that, despite the recent storm in the 
east which crippled telephone com- 
munication, the program was taken 
off the wires of the National Broad- 
casting company there with perfect 
reception and broadcast to the Pacific 
northwest. 

The municipal auditorium and 8&3 
schools in Portland were the scenes of 
gatherings to listen in. 

No reports had been received to- 
night from Australia, South. America, 
South Africa or the Arctic, but these 
sections are reached almost at will 
by KDKA short-wave transmission, 
radio officials said, and it is expected 
reports will be received from those 
points tomorrow. 

David Sarnoff, vice president and 
general manager of the Radio Corpo- 
ration of America, received this wire- 
less message late this afternoon from 
General James G. Harbord, president 
of the corporation, who is in London: 

“Have telegraphed President Cool- 
idge that I have just heard address 
by him followed by national anthem, 
in my room at Savoy hotel.

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SENT TO AMERICA 


Managua, Nicaragua, February 22. 
(United News.)—Conservative [Tresi- 
dent. Adolfo Diaz tonight proposed 
that Nicaragua plaee her future in 
the hands of the United States. 

A sweeping treaty by which his 
country would yield financial and cus- 
toms privileges to Americans and 
would place its army virtually under 
the direction of United, States forces 


was sent by wireless to Washington | 


for consideration of the United States 
government. It was to be sent to the 
conservative congress for consideration 
Thursday and its approval was said to 
be assured. | 

Rights Surrendered. 

Diaz asks his country to surrender 
many of its most important national 
prerogatives to. the direction of the 
United States for a period of 100 
years, 

By the proposed treaty the United 
States would guarantee Nicaraguan 
sovereignty and independence and Nic- 
aragua would give the United States 
full rights @® protect its interests and 
to rehabilitate the country. Present 
treaty rights of the United States 
would be continued, including the 
right to build a canal. 

The right of intervention on the 
part of the United States is guaran- 
teed by the treaty provided such action 
is necessary to assure free elections 
and to maintain a government ade- 
quate to protect foreign interests. 

A financial adviser and a collector 
of general customs would be Ameri- 
eans and would be recommended by 
the United States and appointed by 
the president of Nicaragua. The busi- 
ness adviser would have full veto 
power in the matter of national ex- 
penditures. 

His privilege in this matter, how- 
ever, would be contingent upon the 
period of time needed to refund and 
consolidate the internal and external 
debt of the country and to float a' 
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crime ssion, announced toda@y. | 

The — act, which would reg- 
ulate the sale, possession and use of — 
firearms, silencers and noxious gases, 
was. prepared by the special commit- 
tee on firearms regulation, appointed 
by the national commission last July. 

The committee was said to have 
been able to reach an agreement on 
all important features of the bill ex- 
cept a section requiring a permit to 
purchase as well as to carry a pistol. 
The members of the committee repre- 
senting the small arms manufacturers 
and associations dissented from this 
dequirement which was, however, 
agreed on by a majority of the mem- 
bers. 

The proposed legislation affects all 
firearms less than ‘65 inches long, 
which includes saved off shotguns and 
sub machine guns.

Would you please give your 
opinion on whether Christ was a 
Christian or a Jew?

Whenever one starts to draw lines 
of demarcation he must be sure of 
the right use of his terms. 

Beyond question Jesus, aceording 
was nan member of the 
Jewish race. But in the recent con- 
troversy over my friend Rabbi Wise’s 
statements in regard to Jesus it be- 
came plain that while many leaders 
of Israel are now disposed to claim 
Jesus as one of their blood, they re- 
pudiate the Christian belief that He 
was the Christ.

Do you not think that the man- 
ners and morals of the Victorian 
age far surpassed those we have 
to endure daily? I hope I am not 
a pessimist, but as an old stager 
I own a considerable amount of 
anxiety when I survey the present 
generation. 


It is exceedingly diffieult for in- 
dividuals who are typical of a by- 
gone time to adapt themselves to 
present conditions. Here and there 
a chosen few have a perennial fresh- 
ness of outlook on life, and seem to 
require no readjustments to its va- 
riations. But the majority, like your- 
self, having drunk the old wine, ecan- 
not sincerely say the new is better. 

Personally, I believe it is. If the 
unsparing . light that beats in our 
age had searched out the Victorian 
period, your sense of its superiority 
might undergo forced changes. But it 
was the fashion of that time to ex- 
tenuate the follies of the great, ex- 
aggerate the virtues of the fortunate, 
conceal the weaknesses of the highly 
placed and drape all social ranks in a 
cloak of conventional respectability. 

A rough, insistent inquiry now ran- 
sacks every nook and cranny of so- 
ciety. Youth is candid to a fault. 
Whatever its shortcomings may be, 
certainly hypocrisy is not- among 
them.

What the Courts Are For. 


The reason we have courts is to en- 
force rights and impose penalties. The 
prohibition laws prescribe penaliies 
for their infractin and it is the sworn 
duty of the judges to so impose those 
penalties as to adequately punish the 
cuilty and deter others from like of- 
fending. Unless the juries and judges 
honestly and seriously regard prohi- 
bition offenses and punish them they 
make a farce of justice and defeat 
the objectives of the statutes. 

Whenever a jury acquits a violator 
of the prohibition law on the theory 
that it is a bad law and a violation 
of it is not reprehensible. that jvry 
makes itself more lawless than the ac- 
cused; and when a judge imposes a 


it penalty that is a joke, he becomes a 


subject for the contempt and con- 


demnation of all decent and honest cit- 


izens, 

It is a notorious fact that in many 
parts of the nation juric do not re- 
eard a violation of the Volstead act 
as involving moral turpitude and re- 
fuse to convict a defendant “just for 
buying a drink, or toting around a 
flask or a jug from which to sell 
quenchers to a thirsty fellow citizen!” 

It is also notorious that we have 
judges on the bench who look with 
lenient sympathy upon such offenders 
and, when they plead guilty or are 
found guilty, invent plausible reasons 
for suspending sentences or enforcing 
such as show judicial contempt for the 
law. 

Not all juries or all judges are of 
that deplorable persuasion, but there 
are enough of them to convince sin- 
cere men that they menace the integ- 
rity of the constitution and the laws 
they are sworn to uphold and en- 


force, 


A few simple citations from the of- 
ficial reports above mentioned will 
serve to illustrate what I mean when 
I say that some federal judges make 
a mockery of prohibition law enforce- 
ment,

A Good Move. 


The committee in charge of the southern open tournament, which 
will be the center of all golf interest about the last of next month, is 
making one move which wil] mean much to the tournament and to the 
city of Atlanta. 


Golf professionals are funny animals. Golf is their busi- 
ness and the purses they may win in competition is part of 
this business and for this reason they are glad to compete in 
high-purse tournaments. BUT they also insist that such tour- 
naments be played under the best possible conditions. 


And that is where the committee comes in this discussion. Accord- 
ing to Hal Voorhis, the men who are in charge of the actual play are 
laying plans for the handling of the gallery which, if carried out as per 
schedule, will improve the tournament for the players and gallery alike. 

The greatest curse of competitive golf where a gallery of any size 
is concerned is the crowding of human beings around the greens when 
players are attempting to putt. The committee in charge of arrange- 
ments at East Lake plans to mark off a circle around each green several 
yards from the rim of the carpet, thus making a larger circle to accom- 
modate more front row spectators and at the same time keep the gallery 
from being too close to the player. 


They .also plan to stretch ropes from each tee to keep 
the crowd from jamming in at the far end of the line and 
obscuring the vision of the player who is teeing off. If these 
lines are too short the crowd forms in a horn shape with the 
little end of the horn farther from the tee and the fear of strik- 
ing a spectator sometimes affects a player’s shot. The ropes 
at East Lake will be stretched in the shape of a horn but the 
small end will be at the tee.. This will enable as many people 
to see and at the same time a clear space will be left for the 
passage of the tee shot. , 


In short—the tournament committee is leaving no stone unturned 
to make the actual play in the southern open as great a success as the 
preliminary plans have been made by the Junior Chamber of Commerce. 


And while we are on that subject we can not refrain from 
thumping the J. C. on its figurative. back for its work in this 
affair. The Junior Chamber started to put over something that 
had been tried before and had not met with any great success 
and they assumed a responsibility which all the croakers told 
them could not be carried through to a successful conclusion. 
But they did it and the tourney is not only an assured success 
but they have probably started something which will become 
an annual affair. 


The Junior Chamber, in conjunction with the members of the 
Athletic club committee, has decided to limit the number of tickets 
to 4,000 and only that number. Such a move is based on solid sense 
and to those golfing fans who believe that 4,000 is a lot of tickets for a 
big event of this nature we respectfully lend the following bit of advice. 
There will be the full four thousand persons on the course more than 
once during the three days of the big tournament, and there will be some 
late comers who will be refused admittance if they do not get their 
tickets in advance. 


We have no personal irons in the fire and we are not 
even Selling tickets, but, nevertheless, we advise prompt action 
on the part of those fans who wish to be sure of a place in the 
sun at East Lake on March 24, 25 and 26.
